ARLANZA IS SUNK BY MINE 




nrltlsh 
by a float- 
ing mine off the Russian port of Arch- 
angel, according to Information whloh 
reached shipping circles In this city. 

The news was suppressed by the 
British oensor. according to present 
information, for fear that neutral ship 
owners would become alarmed at the 
navigation dangers In Russian waters. 

The Arlanza was owned by the 
Royal Mall Packet company, had a 
displacement of 15.044 tons, being only 
slightly smaller than the Arabia She 
was R70 feet long with a 16-foot beam.
